Only One Thousand Men to 
Be Left in Germany by 
Evacuation Order. 


(Bx the Associated Press) 
WASHINGTON, Jan. IO.— W ith­ 
drawal of the American troops from 
the Rhine was ordered today by 
President Harding. 
Announcing the decision the state 
department said that the president 
deemed the time expedient for the 
recall of the forces now at Coblenz. 
The American forces remaining in 
that area numlber about 1,000 men 
and it was indicated that withdrawal 
orders would be carried out as soon 
as the American commander, Major 
General Allen, could make the nec­ 
essary arrangement for winding up 
the affairs of the army of occupa­ 
tion. 
A resolution favoring such with­ 
drawal was adopted Saturday toy 
the senate but it was not apparent 
today how far it had contributed to 
the president’s decision nor how far 
the administration had been influen­ 
ced by the situation brought about 
by the French movement into the 
Ruhr valley. 
The date of actual withdrawal of 
the troops will be left to the war 
department where it was said that 
American evacuation of the Coblenz 
zone would be conducted in an or­ 
derly fashion. 
Officials of the state and war 
department refused flatly to make 
any explanation of the declaration 
to recall Major General Allen and 
his forces other than to repeat that 
it was considered expedient to com­ 
plete at this time America’s with­ 
drawal from Europe. 
Secretary Weeks was called to the 
white house early today and 
the 
purpose of the government to with­ 
draw the troops was discussed be­ 
fore his return to the war depart­ 
ment. It was learned that formal 
orders had not yet been sent to 
General Allen to begin the home­ 
ward movement, although he has 
knowledge of the plan for an ^arly 
evacuation and is prepared to move 
on short notice.

Abbe Adroit and his wife 
are now living at Alfortville, a sub­ 
urb. 
When the abbe, then cure of the 
parish of Lacroix-en-Brie, married 
Mile. Le Long he was forbidden to 
celebrate mass, 
but w'as not ex­ 
communicated. The movement grew, 
several other young 
priests took 
wives, and following the old tradi­ 
tions of the Roman church, the new 
body which they ‘formed selected its 
own bishop Abbe Adroit. 
He, after having celebrated mass 
in private homes, rallied to his sup­ 
port several wealthy Catholics, one 
of whom donated a building for the 
church and homes for several of 
the married priests.

Madame Adroit says that she is 
absolutely happy and that she could 
see no reason why a priest should 
not make the best husband in the 
world.

of tihe same author has the same 
title "At the Pit’s Mouth" but ex­ 
cept of tho locality, the resemblan­ 
ce to this early manuscript ends.

(By the Asteriated Prest) 
STOCKHOLM, Dec. 21.—The emi­ 
gration from Sweden of highly qu­ 
alified engineers, expert 
foresters 
and agriculturists,

dinary farmers, is recommended by 
Dr. Adrian Molin, an authority on 
the subject of emigration. 
Since 
there must be emigration of some 
kind, argues Dr. Molin, it would 
bi* better for the home country, 
and would insure greater success 
for the emigrants themselves, 
if 
I those who establish a new domicile 
j in America and elsewihere were per­ 
sons of professional or technical 
I equipment. 
Swedish statistics show that, be­ 
tween the ages of 15 and 50, there 
are now 200,000 more persons en­ 
gaged in gainful occupations than 
there were in 1913. This surplus 
has been taken care of partly by 
increased 
work in the industrial 
i world, and partly by 
emigration, 
wilily the remainder, about 38,000 
at the end af 1922, are unemploy- 
! od and must to a certain extent be 
supported by th© state. 
One movement toward providing 
more employment is the settlement

of

I in the northern districts, but the 
success has so far been * doubtful 
raid the opponents of the plan point 
lout that an increase in tl% number 
of farmers will eventually mean a 
I smaller Income per capita.

Stillwater, Okla.— W. D. Bentley, 
father of the farmers’ co-operative 
demonstration work in Oklahoma, 
has been restored to the “head of 
the household” of the state’s dem­ 
onstration forces, at least temporar­ 
ily. Unable, at its January meeting, 
to fill the vacancy caused by the 
resignation of W. A. Conner as di­ 
rector of th© Extension Division of 
the A. and M. College, the state 
board of agriclture has named Bent­ 
ley to be acting director until a new 
chief is secured. For the last four 
years he has been assistant direc­ 
tor. 
Bentley now is the oldest man in 
point of service in the demonstra­ 
tion forces of the United States. He 
was one of the first field men se­ 
lected by Dr. Seaman A. Knapp, 
originator of the demonstration idea, 
when, in 1004, the original field 
force was being organized. His terri­ 
tory then was north and west Texas. 
When, in 1907, the demonstra­ 
tion work was extended into Okla­ 
homa, Bentley was the man select­ 
ed to ndertake,the job. Headquart­ 
ers at the time were established at 
Tishomingo. A year later, Bentley
